Psalms 44:23, “Awake, why sleepest thou, O Lord? arise, 
cast us not off for ever.”

It requires a greater faith to keep praying 
when the answers don't seem to be coming, and faith pleases 
God. The Bible teaches in 2nd Corinthians 5:7, “For we walk 
by FAITH, not by SIGHT.”

We move forward in life by faith, 
trusting God when we cannot see what's ahead and around the 
tunnel. Those who pray and quit, only do so because they 
walked “by sight,” and when they didn't see what they expected 
or wanted to see, they forsook trusting God.
